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EDITORIAL COMMENT 
MAGAZINE SUBSCRIPTIONS FOR LIBRARIES 


We are convinced that libraries need a 
“subscription service’’ to protect against the 
troubles they are now subjected to in 
trying to make from twenty-five to several 
hundred periodicals arrive regularly and on 
time. The F. W. Faxon Company has 
such a “‘service”’ to offer you, backed up by 
an experience of thirty-five years with 
’ periodicals and librarians’ needs. The pur- 
pose of this editorial is to urge early renewals 
of December expirations; to impress upon 
libraries the fact that no “local dealer”’ 
can handle subscriptions direct, but only 
through one or perhaps two “clearing 
agencies,’ thus increasing chance of error 
in booking and adding to the price paid. 

All the big agencies do a large business 
outside of library subscriptions; the Faxon 
Company has specialized in library lists 
exclusively, and is the only agency carrying 











a stock of back numbers. Since we entered 
the subscription field five years ago, with 
the slogan, ‘‘Loose title pages and indexes 
attended to,”’ we are flattered by the others 
having all taken up that same promise. 
But in filling it, there is a difference. One 
way is to put a rubber stamp request on 
the renewal order sent magazine publishers 
six months or a year before the title and 
index is printed, and to put it on without 
regard to whether the magazine issues a 
loose title page or not! Another way — 
the Faxon way — is to know which maga- 
zines send Index only on request, and to 
know when the volumes are completed — 
and then make a special order to the pub- 
lisher to supply title and index to the 
subscribing library. This costs more, but is 
much more effective, and we believe ‘‘ser- 
vice’ is more to most librarians that ‘lowest 
bidder.”’ 

Bids are necessary by law in some libra- 
ries, and we cheerfully estimate whenever 
lists are sent us. 

We want to make you an estimate now 
for next year. Can you not place your 
order in September or October and avoid 
the winter congestion in all magazine offices? 
All orders we can place before November 
first are sure to go more smoothly. Novem- 
ber and December business with many 
publishers means more or less errors in their 
booking, and delay to subscribers, and extra 
work for us in January and February. So 
order now and we can give better terms than 
later, for the above reasons. 

Tell us which are new subscriptions and, 
when known, the date of expiration of those 
to be renewed. It helps a lot. 

If your magazines do not expire at one 
time, let us ‘‘even up” your list to expire 
say in June, August, September, or October. 
It can be done without inconvenience to 
you if “Faxon does it.” If you want to 
avoid in future the December congestion, 
let us arrange to renew for six, nine, or 
eighteen months, and then another year you 
will be out of all trouble. 
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OUR FRONTISPIECE 


Any librarian who has visited New 
Orleans during the last thirty years has, 
if he has called in at the Howard Memorial 
Library, been entertained by Mr. William 
Beer and given directions how best to see 
and understand the city and its surroundings. 

Mr. Beer is as much a part of his city as 
the charming French quarter. He has 
served the community as librarian at the 
Howard Memorial Library since 1891, and 
when the public library was organized (and 
it was founded through his instrumentality) 
he was the natural choice for librarian, serving 
in that capacity from 1897 to 1906, as 
well as retaining the management of the 
Howard, of which he is still the librarian. 

Interested in history, antiquities, and 
bibliography, he has made his library a 
notable repository of early Louisiana books; 
he has had no small part in the planning 
of those historical pageants held annually 
on Mardi Gras. 

If there is any inhabitant of New Orleans 
over twenty-one years of age who does not 
know Mr. Beer, it is because he has but 
recently arrived in that southern port. 

Born in Plymouth, England, in 1849, 
Mr. Beer was graduated from the College 
of Physical Science in Newcastle, and 
studied medicine in Paris from 1872 to 
1878. After engaging in business at New- 
castle, he came to the United States as a 
mining engineer, but in 1890 found his 
real vocation as librarian, for a year at the 
Public Library, Topeka, Kansas, and since 
1891 in his present position. 

He is well known in the American Library 
Association to all the older members, having 
joined in 1889. He is a life member, and 
we are happy here to give his portrait and 
to introduce to the younger members one 
who has earned a lasting place in the library 
world.

The _ bibliographic history of the ‘American 
Management Association” is interesting and perplex- 
ing. About a year and a half ago the “National Asso- 
ciation of Corporation Training’ (which published 
a magazine called Corporation Training) was merged 
with the “Industrial Relations Association of America” 
(which published Personnel) to form the ‘‘National 
Personnel Association” (which from May, 1922, to 
March, 1923, published Personnel Administration, 
a successor to Corporation Training and Personnel, 
and also issued its ‘‘Proceedings of the Convention 
of 1922,” covering reports, discussions, and addresses. 

On March 14, 1923, the “National Personnel 
Association’”’ was renamed the ‘‘American Manage- 
ment Association” and the magazine became Amert- 
can Management Review with Ap. 1923 (v. 12, no. 1). 
This magazine contains ‘‘The Management Index,” a 
classified list of current literature in the management 
field, a very valuable feature in reference. 

Now we have given you the complicated ancestry 
which has led up to this powerful and live associa- 
tion. We will help you to complete files of the 
printed matter; and advise that you make your 
library a member —and let us do it for you. ‘When 
you place memberships, think of Faxon.”’ 


MAGAZINE NOTES 


Appalachia, vol. 15, no. 3, dated Dec. 1922, has 
for the first time been incorporated i in the little 12mo 
series of monthly ‘“‘Bulletins’’ issued by the same 
society, “The Appalachian Mountain Club.” So 
this octavo magazine becomes Bulletin, vol.16, no. 5, 
coming between the January and February issues of 
1922, though dated December, 1922. 


Furthermore “Bulletin,” vol. 16, no. 4, is paged 
consecutively with no. 6, and the Bulletin still bears 
the statement, ‘Issued twelve times a year,’ when 
now there will be thirteen issues if we count A ppa- 
lachia as no. 5 — which of course it isn’t at all. We, 
as a life member of the Appalachian Club, think this is 
a very transparent subterfuge, evidently perpetrated 
to “get by” on second-class mailing privilege, when 
“Supplement to Bulletin No. 4” would have covered 
the law as well. With the December, 1922, issue of 
Appalachia is a pamphlet marked ‘Official Section” 
containing reports presented at the annual meeting. 
January, 1923, 38 pages. This is neither paged 
as part of the number, nor referred to in the number as 
a section, as the postal laws require, and we suspect 
its mailing with the number was not allowable, 
The ‘Official Section’’ listed in the contents of the 
number is another section paged and bound with the 
number, covering reports of 1921. Just where to 
bind the extraneous section we cannot guess — yet. 

Classic, which was formerly, and we think should 
still be, Motion Picture Classic, has succeeded in 
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mixing up its volumes and numbers to such an extent 
that our DRAMATIC INDEX editor finds it hard to 
cover understandingly. Our appeal to the editor 
has brought us a real satisfactory letter: 

“T will correct the error with the next June, 1923, 
Classic, which will be vol. 17, no. 4. As for those 
which are wrongly numbered, nothing can be done 
about it now. You are of course at liberty to number 
the volumes from March to August, 1922, any way 
that suits your convenience. I do not think it vital if 
your numbers and the Classic’s do not agree.”

P. S. — October, 1922, is vol. 10, no. 2, and so on 
to May, 1923. Vol. 11, no. 3, June, 1923, is vol. 17, 
no. 4, the editor having heeded our plaint. Really, 
October, 1922, was vol. 15, no. 2, and May, 1923, vol. 16, 
no.3. Miss Brady’s calling June, 1923, vol. 17, no. 4, 
gives her a flying start from that point of a whole 
volume, and we don’t like to bother her again, now we 
have her permission to ‘‘make the proper corrections 
in the Annual Dramatic Index.” 


The Commoner, Mr. W. J. Bryan’s famous paper, 
is dead with April, 1923, Mr. Bryan having settled 
in Florida permanently and evidently is too busy on 
fighting the Darwinian theory of evolution to edit 
a political weekly. 

Forum. Sometimes, in the good old days, a man 
would start drinking and apparently forget to stop. 
Even now automobile cranks get agoing and don’t 
know when to stop, thus overdoing an otherwise genteel 
sport. Forum, vol. 70, begins July with an article 
by W. J. Bryan, so we know for sure it isn’t anything 
more than a grape-juice spree, yet this volume begins 
page 1665!! Looking back we find that January, 
1922, was when this pagination spree began (vol. 67, 
no. 1), and we are now all watching for the record in 
a new kind of marathon, the idea being first advanced 
by Scientific American Supplement — now dead, and 
later followed by World’s Work, which has, happily, 
made a complete recovery. 


In England queer things can also happen. Quarterly 
Journal of Forestry, vol. 17, no. 1, began page 291, 
forgetting that a new volume had started, but vol. 17, 
no. 2, has tried to make amends by starting with 
pagel. This plan may lead to certain trying moments 
when the next index is compiled, for the big pages will 
be in front, and should the editor by chance increase 
the number of pages in the volume, we might find 
the same page both front and back. 


. Motor Age, the weekly that a year ago decided to 
“ cancel all library subscriptions and confine its circula- 
tion entirely,to the automobile trade, has had a slight 
change of heart, owing to the persistent onslaught 
made by some librarians, who tried to force matters 
by threatening to have its second-class mailing privi- 
lege rescinded. 

Now the publisher writes us that he is willing to 
consider taking subscriptions from libraries which 
are used by members of the motor trade or have a 
special business department. But he adds that such 
libraries must be very prominent and he is still sure he 
cannot add more than about twenty such to his list. 

So any librarian who wants Motor Age again will 
know what arguments to put forth —and you must 
do it ‘“‘sudden,”’ or the quota will be filled. 

This is a new sensation in subscription work, sub- 
scriptions limited to twenty for the whole United 
States. We know of three libraries already ‘‘on.”’ 
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What are the other seventeen to be, on this pub- 
lisher’s ‘‘3-inch shelf” of subscribing libraries? 

Overland Monthly, with which Out West is now said 
to be consolidated, has succumbed to the malady of 
“enlarged size” and with May, 1923, vol. 81, no. 1, 
becomes 12 x 9 inches. 

The new size means new management, and we 
commend the new Overland to all librarians as 
worthy again of a place among their magazines. 
This May issue is largely reminiscent of the early 
days of Overland, of Out West, of Bret Harte, 
Mark Twain, C. F. Lummis, Geo. Wharton James. 
The early stories contributed by Bret Harte and 
Mark Twain will be reprinted, one each month, in 
the revivified Overland. 

We wish to note before leaving you to resubscribe 
to Overland Monthly ($3.00 a year) that the change 
in size was made to begin a new volume, because the 
old volume of octavo size was carried on to ten num- 
bers, April, 1923, being vol. 80, no. 10. 

Roosevelt Wild Life Bulletin, vol. 1, no. 1, December, 
1921, is a quarterly issued by the Roosevelt Wild 
Life Experiment Station of the New York State 
College of Forestry at Syracuse University. 

The station also publishes Roosevelt Wild Life 
Annals, which is more technical in character than 
the Bulletin. This Bulletin, vol. 1, no. 1, is also 
vol. 21, no. 7, being thus included in the publica- 
tions of Syracuse University to cover the second- 
class postage entry. 

The University of Washington Forest Club Quarterly 
has appeared. Vol. 1, no. 1, issued early in 1922, 
was followed by nos. 2 (June, 1922), 3 (October, 1922), 
4 (Jan. 1923), and these four numbers make up the 
10th ‘Forest Club Annual.” This is a valuable 
addition to our forestry information, not only on the 
Pacific Coast but elsewhere. It is illustrated, and 
costs $2.00 a year.

CAREY, ALICE V. New names for old; a safety- 
first play in one act. This little play, having among 
its characters ‘Common Sense,” ‘‘Think First,” 
“Look Ahead,” ‘‘Take Care,” is intended to teach 
children to be less careless, for their own safety as 
well as the contentment of mind of their parents. 
An interesting skit. [Play no. 458.]

Dickinson, AsA Don. A Book of British and 
American verse, edited by Henry Van Dyke, assisted 
by Hardin Craig and Asa Don Dickinson. 

This new collection of poems is not an anthology, 
but rather a selection of verse from the time of 
Chaucer to the present day, based solely on the 
beauty and value of the poems. The choice is made 
thus of poems that are good to read. An earlier 
edition in 1905 is here reissued, but enlarged by the 
addition of later poetry selected by Mr. Dickinson. 

Part I, Ballads old and new, covers 316 pages; 
Part II, Little masterpieces of English poetry, 327 
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pages; Part III, Lyrics, 347 pages; Part IV, Odes, 
sonnets, and epigrams, 296 pages; Part V, The inter- 
pretation of nature, 318 pages; Part VI, Elegies 
and hymns, 228 pages. 

The volume closes with an ‘‘index to first lines.” 
The paper used is very thin, so the volume is handy, 
though of nearly 2,000 pages.

JAST, L. STANLEY. The Lover and the dead 
woman, and five other plays in verse. Mr. Jast’s 
many friends in America will in this volume see a 
new side to his versatility, and enjoy the beauty of 
his allegories in verse. 

All six of these little plays have been successfully 
produced in Manchester. They are delightfully 
unusual, each in its own way. The use made of the 
dance is notable. In the title play, Mr. Jast’s 
conception of the dead as always near their loved 
ones in spirit is comforting, though this psychic 
episode is indeed harrowing. 

The Geisha’s wedding is a tragedy, with its sudden 
and unexpected climax. 

The longest drama in the book is a fantastic alle- 
gory of the creation, giving broad possibilities for 
stage pictures and costuming. Our author calls 
it ‘‘The loves of the elements, a lyrical ballet- 
masque.” 

In reading this book, we are made to live the 
dramas ourselves, the woe and happiness of the 
characters are ours as we read. Much wise phil- 
osophy and many quotable phrases are found. 
‘Wise is he who Jeaves the world ere the world leaves 
him.’”’ ‘“‘There is no slavery like the slavery of 
things.”

INTRODUCTORY NOTE 


The following brief vocabulary in four languages is 
the outcome of frequent questions which the writer 
has asked himself or that have been asked of him in the 
course of handling works of music in a library. While 
the information here brought together is no doubt avail- 
able in musical dictionaries, the essential differences 
between various forms in which musical compositions 
are arranged are not always emphasized in a way useful 
to the cataloger. 

The term ‘‘score’”’ is defined in the Century Dictionary 
as follows: ‘‘A written or printed draft or copy of a 
composition on a set of two or more staffs braced and 
barred together.’’ The main point to remember about 
a ‘‘score”’ is that it is a ‘‘brace,’’ as the word implies, unit- 
ing the parts assigned to two or more instruments, or to 
several voices. The popular use of the word in the sense 
of any piece of music, as distinguished from a work on 
the history or theory of music, is convenient but not techni- 
cally correct.*

“Part’’ should be distinguished from ‘‘score.’’ The 
score exhibits at once the music for all the instruments 
for which a composition is written. The part shows the 
music for each instrument, be the instrument a violin, 
a violoncello, flute, piano, or organ, or the voice parts 
sung by a soprano, alto, tenor, or bass. Each part in 
instrumental music is usually printed independently. 

In vocal music the four voices are usually combined 
with the piano accompaniment in a vocal score for 
choruses. Glees and part songs for men’s or women’s 





*The statement here made that the term “score” is not properly 
applied to a piece of music composed for a single instrument, e.g. 
Chopin’s Funeral March for the pianoforte, has been questioned 
by a librarian who is also an expert in word definition. But it not 
only has the sanction of the musical dictionaries but has been 
confirmed by three competent musicians to whom it has been 
shown, namely: the conductor of one of the great orchestras of 
the country, the instructor in choral music in a university, and 
the director of a music conservatory. The use of the term col- 
lectively to designate collections of music which will usually con- 
tain many scores is of course quite correct. 
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voices alone are sometimes printed on separate sheets 
for each voice. In the case of vocal music the presence 
of a full score or of a vocal score by no means implies 
that the music of each part or instrument has been 
published separately; many vocal compositions exist 
only in the pianoforte or vocal score. Operas and 
other compositions written for the voice accompanied 
by orchestra must of necessity be issued in both full 
score and parts in order to be rendered. It is rather 
unsafe, therefore, for a cataloger of music to make any 
inference, one way or the other, regarding arrangements 
supposed to be ‘‘missing’’ in a collection of music. 


TITLES IN ENGLISH WITH DEFINITIONS 
Score 


“A written or printed draft or copy of a composition 
ona set of two or more staffs braced and barred together.”’ 
— Century Dictionary. 

“*A series of staves on which the different parts of a 
piece of music are written, one above another, so that the 
whole may be read at a glance.’’—Grove's Dict. of Music. 

‘Printers of music use the word score to denote any 
lines (two or more) united by one brace.’’ — Stainer and 
Barrett, Dict. of Mus. Terms. 

Ascore always shows simultaneously the music written 
for several instruments, or for the voice accompanied by 
an instrument. A composition written for the piano- 
forte or violin alone is not properly a score. 


Full Score 


A draft or copy of a composition in which all the differ- 
ent parts are shown one above another on separate staffs. 

In orchestral music such a score is called also an ‘‘or- 
chestral score.”’ 

The full score of an opera shows all the vocal and 
instrumental parts simultaneously. 

The music of a part-song or chorus, even though it 
shows all the parts, is not ordinarily called a ‘‘full score,”’ 
but a ‘‘vocal score.”

Condensed Score 


An arrangement of a composition for several instru 
ments, or for voice and instruments, in which the parts 
of the principal instruments only are shown, or are com- 
bined in compact form for private study, or for carrying 
with one to a concert or other public performance. The 
term may be applied to a full score reduced in size for 
convenient handling, e.g. Payne’s Kleine Partiturausgabe. 


Pianoforte Score 


(a) An arrangement for the pianoforte of a composition 
written for orchestra, string quartet, band, or other assem- 
bly of musical instruments. 

(b) An arrangement of an opera or other vocal compo- 
sition for voice and instruments combined. 

(c) An arrangement of a composition written for a solo 
instrument, e.g. violin or flute, with pianoforte accom- 
paniment, and above it— usually in type of smaller 
size — the solo part. 

(d) An arrangement of a concerto, t.e. a composition 
written for a pianoforte and orchestra, in which the 
pianoforte part is shown, accompanied above — usually 
in notes of smaller size— by the music played by the 
principal instruments of the orchestra, or by a condensed 
score of the orchestral parts. 

In modern music written for pianoforte and other 
instruments the pianoforte part is rarely issued alone 
without the addition of ‘‘cues’’ from the music played 
by the other instruments. 

Pianoforte music for two hands is not a “‘score,’’ because 
only one instrument is concerned. There is no collective 
and at the same time distinctive term to express the form 
of a composition written for the pianoforte, it being 
neither a score nor a part. Such a composition is to be 
distinguished, however, from an arrangement for the

pianoforte of music written for other instruments, or from 
an arrangement of a song. 

French: Partition pour piano. German: Klavierauszug. 
Italian: Reduzione per piano. 


Vocal Score 


Music for several voices — soprano, alto, tenor, and 
bass— or for two or more of them, written one above 
another on a staff or set of staffs. An accompaniment 
for pianoforte or organ may or may not be present. 

Such a pianoforte arrangement may be called either 
a pianoforte score or a vocal score. Operas, cantatas, and 
similar compositions are frequently issued in this form, 
which may be the only one available for use by the 
voices, especially the chorus parts. 

French: Partition pour piano et chant. 
Klavierauszug. 


German: 
Italian: Reduzione per canto e piano. 


Orchestral or Instrumental Parts 


Parts to be played by different instruments, e.g. violin, 
violoncello, flute, horn, shown on separate sheets for 
individual use by the musician playing each instrument. 

French: Parties. German: Stimmen or Orchester- 
stimmen. Italian: Parti (singular, Parte). 


Instrumental Parts 


Parts to be played by different instruments, e.g. 
the four or more instruments in a string quartet, quintet, 
etc., shown on separate sheets for individual use by 
the musician playing each instrument. 

French: Parties. German: Stimmen. 
(singular Parte). 


Part 


The music played by one instrument or sung by one 
voice. 

French: Partie or Voix. German: Stimme. 
Parte. 

(a) Pianoforie part. The music for pianoforte alone 
in a duet for pianoforte and another instrument, e.g. 
violin or flute; or in a trio for pianoforte and two other 
instruments, e.g. violin and violoncello. (Rare.) 

French: Partie pour piano. German: Clavierstimme. 
Italian: Parte per piano. 

(b) Voice parts. Vocal parts. Chorus parts. The
